Frauehtee Illegal. 

Th* Oourt of Error* and Appeals on 
Monday held to be Illegal tbs franchise 
granted to tb* North Jersey Street 
Railway Oom pony by the Council of 
Boat Orange to operate n double track 
on Central svsous. By a vote of 10 to 
4 ths oourt reversed tb* Judgment of 
the Supreme Oourt, whlob sustained tb* 
franchise. 

Th* Oourt of Eimnw decided the esse 
solely upon th - point that Bishop John 
J. O' Goo nor bad no power to sign ooi 
sente for 949 feet of property belonging 
to tb* Oemetery of the Holy Sepulchre 
and without wbleh there were not th* 
required number of lineal feet repre¬ 
sented In the eooeent* obtained from 
owners of sbuttlsg property. 

Chancellor Magi*, who wrote the 
opinion, read a few extracts therefrom 
tb* burden of which was to show that 
when tbe eooeeota were secured the 
property In queetloo was held In trust 
for th* Ostholto* of ths dlnnsns. Bishop 
O'Oooaor, tbs Chsncsllsr sold, was not 
at that Urns either the ewnec of th* 
property nor Its trustee, nor did ha 
hsv* any right as Bishop of th* dlooeae 
to sign the consent. 

Tbe oourt holds that ths property 
was then held by three prelate* of th* 
eheroh, the title being ventkd In them 
e* Joint owners. Taking this view of 
th* ease th* Ooert of Error* finds It 
unnecessa r y to pea* upon th# other 
points raised by tb# presscstore In tb* 
Hoprsm* Oourt. _ _ _ 

Th* legality of ths franchise was 
attacked In two volts Instituted rsepeo- 
Uvely by Benjamin Shepard and 
another, end Joel E. F. Freeman end 
another, though many eltlx *oe of East 
Orange, and particularly property- 
owners sloog Central aveooe ware 
behind them.
